State Senate 
Votes Road 
Finance Bill 


By I-J. Capitol Correspondent 
SACRAMENTO—The 
State 
Senate approved unanimously 
today a bill which may result 
in smoothing out a lot of 
bumps on narrow Marin roads. 
The bill (AB315) by M arin’s 
Assemblyman Richard H. Mc- 
Collister, 
authorizes 
county 
boards of supervisors to spend 
state gasoline tax funds on 
maintenance of county roads 
less than 40 feet wide. 
It re­ 
quires that such action be by 
unanimous vote of the super­ 
visors. 
Existing law prohibits use of 
state funds on such narrow 
roads. 
Marin County—particularly 
West Marin—has many roads 
included in the county road 
system which are less than 40 
feet wide. 
As the law now 
stands, the county must main­ 
tain them with its own funds- 
if at all. 
As introduced in the Assem­ 
bly by McCollister, the bill 
would have permitted the su­ 
pervisors also to acquire and 
construct new county roads 
under 40 feet wide with state 
gasoline tax funds. 
However, 
the senate deleted that pro­ 
vision. 
It also changed Me 
Collister’s proposal that such 
action could be taken by 4-1 
vote of the supervisors, and 
specified the vote must be un­ 
animous.

him unconscious also. 
Peters then descended to the 
downstairs apartm ent of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank L. Heffelman 
and told them: “I killed them. 
Go up and look.” 
He then 
went 
home 
and 
climbed to the roof, planning 
to jump, but abandoned that 
b e c a u s e 
“it 
wasn't 
high 
enough,” he told Police Chief 
Louis 
Mountanos. 
Then 
he 
struck himself over the head 
with a milk, bottle, turned on a 
gas jet and lay down ot die. 
Police found him there min­ 
utes later. 


ASSAULT CHARGE 
He was charged with assault 
with intent to murder, but was 
ruled 
mentally 
incompetent 
and sent to Mendocino State 
Hospital. He was released after 
treatm ent there. 
Sausalitans who had known 
him for more than 30 years 
described him in his work as 
a mild, gentle man “who never 
hurt anybody.” 
Hospital attendants said to­

Organizations Hit

SAN FRANCISCO UP) — 
Two large home builder as­ 
sociations yesterday reject­ 
ed a new Associated Gener­ 
al Contractors’ pact increas­ 
ing wages of Northern Cali­ 
fornia construction laborers 
18 cents an hour for each of 
the next five years. 
“We will have no part of 
that agreement,” said Roger 
Butler,

the Home Builders of the San 
Joaquin Valley. “We will ne­ 
gotiate our own agreem ent.” 
SPEAKS FOR MARIN 
Richard E. Doyle, executive 
vice president of the Associat­ 
ed Home Builders of San Fran­ 
cisco, 
representing 140 home 
builders in San Francisco and 
Marin Counties, said: 
“We feel that the AGC com­ 
mitment to grant a 90 cent per 
hour increase in five annual 
installments 
is 
economically 
unsound.” 
But Doyle added 
that 
his 
board of directors had voted

immediate 18 
cents per hour increase to con­ 
struction laborers.” 
PAY OR ELSE 
The Laborers Union has an­ 
nounced it expects all contrac­ 
tors to increase wages 18 cents 
as of last Tuesday

The 90-cent package 
would 
raise the minimum scale of the 
laborers to $3.22^ by May 1, 
1961. 
Meanwhile, 
the Associated 
General Contractors continued 
negotiations with representa­ 
tives of carpenters in 42 North­ 
ern California counties, exclud­ 
ing San Francisco, Marin, San 
Mateo and Alameda. 
The 42-county group seeks 
to raise its $3 an hour scale by 
371* cents plus other benefits. 
The four-county group won a 
52% cent per hour package 
under a three-year pact after 
a strike last year. Its present 
$3.12% an hour is due to go to

$360 A Pupil 
Last Year 


SACRAMENTO 
It cost 
about $360 a pupil to give Cal­ 
ifornia youngsters their 1955- 
56 year of schooling. 
State Controller Robert C. 
Kirkwood said today the com­ 
bined income 
of the 
1,877 
school districts for that year 
was $904,113,390 and the total 
expenditures $897,436,718. The 
average daily attendance was 
2,546.281 
for e l e m e n t a r y 
schools 
through 
junior 
col­ 
leges. 
Almost half of the income— 
49 2 per cent— came from dis­ 
trict taxes. State funds sup­ 
plied 46.6 per cent. The rest 
came from the federal govern­ 
ment and other sources. 
Almost 60 per cent of the ex­ 
penditures went to pay teach­ 
ers and other certificated per­ 
sonnel. The rest was scattered 
through other salaries, main­ 
tenance, administration fixed 
charges, equipment, minor con 
structi/m and other categories. 
As of the end of the fiscal 
year 1,136 districts reported 
total bonded indebtedness of 
$1,112,742,058. Income for the 
bond fund for the year was al­ 
most 92 million dollars, of 
which 87% million came from 
district taxes. Bond fund ex­ 
penditures were 
85 million, 
with 25% 
million going for 
interest and 59% million for 
redeeming bonds. 
Building funds took In al­ 
most 290 million and spent 
about 287% million. 


Newspaper 
Strike Plans 
Laid In S.F. 


SAN FRANCISCO I.?)— Strike 
preparations were being made 
today, but another negotiating 
meeting was set for tomorrow 
between representatives of the 
city's four newspapers and the 
San Francisco-Oakland News­ 
paper Guild. 
The contract expired March 
27, and several bargaining ses­ 
sions have been held. The pa­ 
pers affected are the Call-Bulle- 
tin, News, Chronicle and Ex­ 
aminer. 
The “ final” offer of the San 
Francisco Newspaper Publish­ 
ers was given to the guild April 
16. It called for a two-year

The Guild proposed increases 
of from $3 to $6.50 the first 
year, $3.50 across-the-board on 
March 27, 1958, and various 
fringe benefits.

BIGGEST PROBLEM 
But three months of inten­

I biggest problem is that "peo- 
ple just don’t know what the 
Red Cross is, and what it does.” 
“I am appalled by the mis­ 
conceptions of the Red Cross 
which I have encountered,” he 
said. 
One which particularly trou­ 
bles the general is the belief 
that the Red Cross is a "swol­ 
len bureaucracy” with hordes 
of professional do-gooders on 
its payroll. 
DOESN’T BELIEVE IT 
The fact that he has just or­ 
dered a deep cut in overhead 
expenses might be taken as 
evidence that Gruenther shares 
this belief. But he emphasized 
that is not the case. 
"I did not find a plush organ­ 
ization,” he said. “I found a 
highly efficient organization, 
one that compares favorably 
with any military outfit. I have 
been tremendously impressed 
with the spirit of dedication 
among the full-time staff and 
the two million volunteer work­ 
ers of the Red Cross.

Afflicted One Often 


Doesn't Know He Is

R Wre have probably all asked, j 
at one time or another, “Why 
doesn’t So-and-So do something 
about his hearing?” 
I Scientists tell us that a sound j 
* nheard doesn’t exist. This is j 
true for the hard-of-hearing 
person in many instances. 
I The fact that they have im­ 
paired hearing may be utterly 
in believable to many people 
ho don’t hear well. They hear 
Jto much. True. And what they 
don’t hear, they don't know 
^they’ve missed. It just doesn’t 
Ip d st for them. 
What they misunderstand 
is overlooked much of the 
time by the consideration of 
lathers. Only occasionally are 
they themselves aware that 
they 
have 
misunderstood 
something. And this may be 
no more frequent than the 
¡misunderstandings of a nor- 
|roal hearing person. 
The person with impaired 
tearing cannot see his hearing 
Jnss. He cannot feel it. It does 
lo t pain him; does not make 
H im feel sick. He cannot touch 
ft to see if it is there. It does 
B o t keep him from his usual 
Ijliysical activities. 
Unfortunately, well-meaning 
friends and family often add to 


the difficulty of recognizing 
impaired 
hearing. 
In 
some 
households the radio or TV 
blares 
to 
accommodate 
the 
hard-of-hearing 
person; 
con­ 
versation is loud and strained; 
and the excessive loudness is 
barely mentioned. 
It doesn't sound loud to 
the hard-of-hearing member. 
He can’t realize it is disturb­ 
ing to anyone else, unless 
you impress him when you 
tell him so. Otherwise, he’ll 
just think you’re being fin­ 
icky about a desire for soft 
tones. 
The forbearance of friends 
and family cannot help the 
person with impaired hearing 
when he is alone—when he 
misses the warning honk of a 
car horn, misunderstands the 
directions of a stranger, or ap­ 
pears stupid to acquaintances 
| by inappropriate replies. 
What then shall the family 
do to most help the person 
who is beginning to show 
signs of hearing impairment? 
Recognition by the affected 
person himself is the first step 
in correction. Tell him kindly 
but firmly that he is not hear­ 
ing well, always remembering 
how difficult it is for him to 
acknowledge it. 
Next, see that he gets medi­ 
cal attention from an ear spe­ 
cialist. In many cases the otol­ 
ogist can improve the hearing. 
The degree of hearing loss can 
be determined by an audio­ 
meter test. Then, help the pa- 
I tient to follow the doctor's sug- 
I gestions.

Civil Rights Issue Rides 
On Tennessee Court Test 


Main theater of operation in the bat­ 
tle for civil rights legislation is Capitol 
Hill in Washington, i).C. 
But a major 
skirmish is going on as far away as 
Knoxville, Tenn. 
Today, Federal Judge Robert L. Tay­ 
lor is hearing arguments in the U.S. 
Justice Department's prosecution of 15 
persons (one defendant died recently) 
for agitating against integration at the 
Clinton (Tenn.i High School. 
Judge 
Taylor on Jan. 4, 1956 ordered the An­ 
derson County (Clinton) School Board to 
integrate the high school by the fall of 
1956. 
The school board complied, but op­ 
position developed. It centered around 
John Kasper, White Citizens’ Council 
leader from the nation's capital. Judge 
T aylor in August enjoined Kasper and 
five other persons, "their agents, ser­ 
vants, representatives, attorney and all 
other persons who are acting or may act 
in concert with them . . . from further 
hindering, observing, obstructing, or in 
any wise interfering with the carrying 
out of the (integration). . . order of this 
Court, or from picketing Clinton High 
School, either by words or acts or other­ 
wise.” 
Kasper was arrested and convicted 
of violating this injunction. 
And 16 
others subsequently were arrested. 
The Taylor injunction has been crit-

ii ized as "enjoining the world at large.” 
However. American Civil Liberties Un­ 
ion, which has called the injunction too 
sw eeping in some respects, holds that to 
the extent that the court order "enjoins 
overt acts of hindering and obstructing 
the enforcement of the integration or­ 
der, it is valid.” But when it enjoins 
"speech in opposition to or advocating 
ignoring of the order, or peaceful pick­ 
eting,” the order is invalid. 
Two other strong objections have 
been raised to prosecution of the Clin­ 
ton defendants. They will be tried be­ 
fore the same federal judge who or­ 
dered their arrest, as was Kasper. And 
inasmuch as the Justice Department is 
prosecuting for ‘‘criminal contempt,” 
they can be tried without a jury. Kasper 
did not ask a trial by jury on this charge, 
though he subsequently was acquitted 
of sedition in a jury trial. 
The administration’s civil rights pro­ 
gram is being hit on the ground that it 
fails to provide for trial by jury in con­ 
tempt cases arising out of failure to 
heed injunctions against civil rights vio­ 
lations. This omission has been one of 
the leading points raised against the bill 
now awaiting clearance by the House 
Rules Committee. 
Judge Taylor's rulings could well 
have a major influence on civil rights 
legislation in the immediate future. 


were only 43 billion-dollar enterprises, 
but this number has almost doubled in 
the past 10 or 12 years. 


Last year the newcomers included a 
railroad, an investment company, a bank 
and a gas transmission company. 


Of the 81 billion-dollar companies, 
there are 25 banks, 22 industrial and 
manufacturing concerns, 16 insurance 
companies, seven railroads, six public 
utilities, three credit firms, one invest­ 
ment company and one mail order 
house. 


This is an impressive group, but there 
are thousands of other growing enter­ 
prises, a good many of whom may also 
eventually reach the charmed circle. 


Secret Poisoning May Be More 
Prevalent Than You'd Suspect 


NEW YORK UP — If you 
suspect someone is putting 
arsenic or henbane into your 
evening yogurt, cheer up. 


It may not be as your 
friends insist, a delusion. You 
might be right. 
Dr. Theodore C. Osius, writ­ 
ing on the historic art of 
poisoning in the University of 
Michigan’s Medical Bulletin, 
says: 


“IT IS ESTIMATED that 50 
per cent of murders are un­ 
solved each year, and it may 
be that secret poisoning h* 
even now far more frequent 
than is generally believed.” 


The reason for the popu­ 
larity of poison as a murder 
weapon throughout all the 
ages of man is put succinctly 
by Dr. Osius: 
“Even when poisoning cases 
come to trial, the medico-le­ 
gal problems make it difficult 
to reach a clear verdict.” 


T H E C Y N I C S C O R N E R 


AN EARLY knowledge of 
poisons is a hallmark of al­ 
most any civilization; indeed, 
it is a test of civilization. 
Dr. Osius points out that 
Menes, 
the 
first 
Pharaoh 
(3000 B.C.), was familiar not 
only with 
mineral poisons 
such as arsenic, antimony, 
copper and lead, but also 
such 
vegetable 
poisons 
as 
opium, henbane, mandrake, 
hellebore, aconite and hem­ 
lock. 
Poison has at times been 
used as an instrument of gov­ 
ernment policy from the hey­ 
day of the ancient Greeks 
(the hemlock cup) to Nazi 
Germany 
(the cyanide cap­ 
sule). 


DURING the 16th*and 17th 
Centuries in Venice, the gov­ 
ernment even officially re­ 
corded its poison victims, the 
reasons they were assassinat­ 
ed. and the fees paid. 
Dr. Osius makes clear that

the art of administering po­ 
tions has 
always been one 
field in which women have 
enjoyed equal rights.

Letter Shows Lack 
Of Information 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
Two letters written by Cath­ 
erine Zaro have been printed 
recently in which she earnest­ 
ly and enthusiastically dis­ 
plays her concern over the 
school tax rate that goes to 
vote on May 17. And not for 
a moment do I doubt her sin­ 
cerity . . . 
However, it is well to bear 
in mind that the security of 
our country rests upon the 
present generation. With this 
in mind we must all judicious­ 
ly examine our budgets as to 
how this goal may best be at­ 
tained. . . . 
But my primary concern 
when reading Mrs. Zaro’s let­ 
ters was not her unconscious 
lack of a long-range view, but 
her dearth of accurate infor­ 
mation. If the facts she pre­ 
sented were true, then her 
point of view might be justi­ 
fiable. However, her data is 
incorrect. 
She speaks of the Mill Val­ 
ley Teachers’ Assn. asking for 
a guarantee that their salaries 
be doubled in 10 years. This 
was never the case. At one 
time last fall they asked if it 
would be possible through ad­ 
ditional college units and se­ 
niority to reach a salary doub­ 
le the minimum. The added 
college units would be equiv­ 
alent to two extra years of 
college or a Ph.D. 
When the MVTA discussed 
this with the board of trus­ 
tees it was decided mutually 
that this was not possible. A 
compromise p r o p o s a l was 
reached then which is extant 
today. It is that if the tax 
rate should be approved by 
vote the teachers’ minimum 
salaries shall be $4200. This 
minimum, incidentally . . . is 
being proposed by the state 
Legislature currently. 
Now then, the compromise

agreement further states that, 
by means of acquiring addi­ 
tional college credits, a new 
teacher without previous ex­ 
perience may increase her 
salary over the years at a 
great personal cost and use 
of many extra hours of work. 
The first increase may come 
after the teacher has obtained 
15 college units over his or 
her B.A. degree. Further in­ 
crement may be obtained in 
15 unit steps up to 60 units 
or a Ph.D. At this point if 
the teacher has had 11 or 
more years of service plus 
this 60 units or a Ph.D., she 
may earn $7,000, hardly doub­ 
le $4,200. 


Further I should like to 
state that I have attended 
board of trustees and Educa­ 
tional Council meetings all 
fall and at each I have been 
made fully aware that teach­ 
ers’ salaries are not the only 
issue involved. One of the 
main 
problems 
confronting 
the school district is mainten­ 
ance. Lack of finances for the 
past five or six years has per­ 
mitted a dangerous situation 
in the upkeep of our school 
plants. Another problem is 
that of needed teaching staffs 
for the new school units that 
are being added. 


In conclusion, I should like 
to comment briefly on a 12- 
month school operation. I ask 
Mrs. Zaro and those who are 
considering such a proposal 
to submit the names of a suf­ 
ficient number of children 
who might be enrolled in the 
session which calls for the 
vacation 
period 
r u n n i n g 
through November, Decem­ 
ber and January and we all 
will go to work on it imme­ 
diately. We should also like 
a suggestion of some solution 
as to how a teacher working 
12 months of the year can be 
allocated when the children 
are only going through nine- 
month sessions. 


And, lastly, I do hope there 
was no indication in Mrs. 
Zaro’s letter that teachers are 
not working hard enough and 
long enough.

Let's Not End Atomic Tests Under 


Wrong Circumstances, Wrong Reasons 


Dr. Albert Schweitzer, es­ 
teemed missionary-doctorand 
philosopher, who has the mor­ 
al credentials to address the 
world on humanitarian mat­ 
ters, has exploded a power­ 
ful anti-atomic bomb. 
In a long message to the 
Nobel Peace Prize Committee 
in Oslo, subsequently broad­ 
cast to some 50 nations, Dr. 
Schweitzer in effect appealed 
to the inhabitants of this 
earth to insist that their gov­ 
ernments forthwith c e a s e 
atomic-weapons testing what­ 
ever the reason, whatever the 
need, whatever the purpose. 
His thesis was that atomic- 
arms 
explosions 
must 
be 
stopped at once because “our 
own health and that of our 
descendcnts” is threatened. 


DR. SCHWEITZER’S letter 
will carry tremendous weight. 
It will carry weight because 
he is widely cherished as a 
man, because he has no vest­ 
ed stake in the issue other 
than what he deems the wel­ 
fare of mankind, and because 
he states his opinions with an 
appearance of great scientific 
certitudg. 
If Dr. Schweitzer is right, 
if his warning that radioac­ 
tive fallout is menacing the 
human race, present and fu­ 
ture, is based on scientific 
data—then we shouldn’t rest 
until all testing is stopped. 
If Dr. 
Schweitzer is not 
right, if his opinions about 
the perils of radioactive fall­ 
out are scientifically contra­ 
dicted 
at 
essential 
points, 
then 
something should 
be 
done to prevent such a good 
man 
from 
misleading 
the 
world. 


MANY QUALIFIED people 
are c o n v i n c e d that Dr. 
Schweitzer’s moral fervor far 
exceeds his proof. 
Most of the scientific evi­ 
dence accepted by most of 
the scientists in the United 
States who have studied the 
facts supports the conclusion 
that the present and future 
health of the human race is 
not appreciably endangered 
by the level of atomic-arms 
testing now going on. 
A detached authority for 


this statement is the National 
Academy of Sciences which, 
after checking all the data on 
fall-out, declared: “Thus far 
the biological damage f r o m 
peacetime activities (includ­ 
ing the testing of atomic 
weapons) has been essential­ 
ly negligible.” 


THE ATOMIC Energy Com- 
mission’s pre-eminent author­ 
ity on radio-active fall-out, 
Dr. Willard F. Libby, puts 
this conclusion in more com­ 
prehensible terms. 


He points out that eight to 
40 times more radioactivity 
comes to one from a wrist 
watch than comes from radio­ 
active fall-out. The increased 
intake of radioactivity which 
comes from moving from a 
wooden to a brick house is 
far greater than from test 
fall-out. Or, if you moved 
from sea level to an altitude 
of 5,000 feet, say, Denver, 
Colo., you get about double 
the dosage from natural cos- 
mis rays, while the dosage 
f r o m 
radioactive 
fall-out 
would be no more than the 
equivalent of moving to an al­ 
titude of 300 feet. 


But it is entirely possible 
that Dr. Schweitzer’s earnest, 
moral pleadings will begin to 
carry the day unless the AEG 
does a better job of estab­ 
lishing its case. It made a 
good beginning in Dr. Libby's 
personal letter to Dr. Schweit­ 
zer. 


But 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission must realize that 
many question its objectivity 
on the ground that it has a 
vested interest in weapons. 


IT SEEMS TO me the gov­ 
ernment ought to draft the 
National Academy, w h i c h 
might well invite scientists 
from other countries to join 
its study, to update and reap­ 
praise its findings of a year 
ago so that the facts can be 
attested from a completely 
unbiased source. 


All I am saying Is, let’s not 
end our atomic tests under 
the wrong circumstances, at 
the wrong time, for the wrong 
reasons.

PETALUMA m—Pacific Gas 
and Electric began construc­ 
tion yesterday of a four-mil­ 
lion-dollar

substation 
three miles east of Petaluma 
near the historic Old Adobe 
of Gen. Mariano Vallejo. 
Because of the nearness to 
the historic site, P. G. & E. 
will spend $10,000 on beautifi­ 
cation of the 60-acre area, said

The substation will add 120,- 
000 kilowatts of power capacity 
to the region. 
Power will be 
relayed from the Vaca-Dixon 
substation in Solano County to 
the Ignacio substation in north­ 
ern Marin County and to vari­ 
ous parts of Sonoma County.

Irving Deblanc, direc­ 
tor of the Family Life Bureau 
of the National Catholic Wel­ 
fare Conference, said the in 
crease in the number of work­ 
ing mothers is “clearly related” 
to a deterioration of moral and 
spiritual values among large 
numbers of American youth. 


A strong defense of the work­ 
ing mother came from Mrs 
Alice K. Leopold, director of 
the Women’s Bureau of the 
U.S. Labor Department who 
happens to be a working moth­ 
er. 


Mrs. Leopold, who says she 
brought up two “non-delin­ 
quent” sons, said it is “gross­ 
ly unfair to make employed 
women the scapegoats for 
every social ill of our day.” 


Middle ground in the con­ 
troversy was staked out by a 
leading Protestant clergyman, 
Rev. Dr. Richard Lentz of In­ 
dianapolis, Ind. Dr. Lentz, 
Disciples of Christ minister 
who formerly was head of the 
Family Life Bureau of the Na­

Churches, 
told the United Press it all 
depends on the mother. 


A woman who “puts her 
work ahead of her responsi

He feels the day is at an end 
when the public will accept a 
love duet between a steam­ 
boat-sized soprano and a puf­ 
fing tenor. 
“I would never use Kirsten 
Flagstad, the greatest soprano 
in the world,” said Chotzinoff 
today. 
“To watch 
her sing 
'Traviata,’ for example, would 
just be funny to most people. 
It would be a concert in cus­ 
tard.' 
“The singer who is not be­ 
lievable in a role, who is not 
appealing visually, will disap­ 
pear, I think. 
And of course, 
TV will be largely responsible. 
There will be no use for the 
big fat ones.” 
OPERA IN ENGLISH 
Believabiiity is one of the 
key words to Chotzinoffs en­ 
tertainm ents. 
“It’s the reason 
why we do all our operas in 
English.” he said. 
“You can 
not really believe in a story, 
you can not enjoy it, unless you 
understand it. 
“You miss 50 per cent of an 
opera that is sung in a lan­ 
guage that is unfamiliar. And 
if you’re not a musician or a 
real music lover, you miss the 
other 50 per cent. It’s no won­ 
der that so many people in the 
past were bored by opera.” 
COMMON PRA(TICE 
In European opera houses, 
said Chotzinoff, it is common 
practice to convert an opera 
into the tongue of the country 
in which it is performed. 
“Only in England and Ameri 
ca if there any hestitation at 
translating opera,” 
he 
said. 
“And that hesitation is all just 
snobbism. 
“It was all started by those 
people who treat opera as a so­ 
cial affair and don’t really care 
about it anyhow. 
And it has 
been aided and abetted by a lot 
of fatheaded critics.” 
Although the touring NBC 
Opera Company lost $150,000 
last season, Chotzinoff sees a 
heady future in store for it. 
“We 
knew 
we 
would 
lose 
money in the beginning,” he 


said. 
“We look upon it as a 
kind of public service. 
“But eventually, we think 
we may reach a self-sustain­ 
ing basis. We’ve found there is 
a real hunger for this kind of 
entertainment. People are sur­ 
prised opera can be entertain­ 
ing. They laugh at the funny 
lines, they cry at “Butterfly.” 
And added Chotzinoff, there 
are the rewards of building a 
company. “We don’t go in for 
prima donnas and everybody 
toes the line,” he said. “Every­ 
body travels by bus, sometimes 
they made a jum p of 150 miles 
in one night. 
But the spirit is 
wonderful.”

Rawles said he completed a 
tour of city streets yesterday 
afternoon with City Council- 
men L o u i s H. B a a r , Jo­ 
seph F. Sauer and Fred Jensen, 
who indicated they would seek 
to have funds set aside for the

in the coming 
year's budget. 


The 
street 
superintendent 
said Jensen and the two new 
councilmen dropped in to his 
office yesterday and asked him 
to tour areas that need street 
repair. Rawles said he had 


long wanted to see some of the 
older streets resurfaced. He 
made recommendations on im­ 
proving the following streets: 


In the Chuia Vista Terrace 
area—Prospect, 
Chula 
Vista, 
Coleman, Fair drive; areas be­ 
hind the high school such as 
Union 
street; 
the 
old 
Bret 
Harte 
area—Meadow, 
Harte, 
Hill View, Redding, DuRois, 
Billou; 
Belle 
and 
Mountain 
View in the Dominican area; 
some work in Sun Valley. 


Rawles said the money would 
be sought from city general 
funds. The contemplated proj­ 
ect would be preventive main­ 
tenance, overlay and resurfac­ 
ing, and perhaps some widen­ 
ing where feasible, he added.

Menace To Marin Wildlife

Maurading dogs that chase 
and kill deer are becoming a 
menace to wildlife and even 
to 
domestic 
animals, 
Marin 
game wardens reported today. 
Game Warden A1 Giddings 
said he received about 30 calls 
concerning dogs running deer 
last month. On Tuesday on off- 
duty sheriff’s deputy spotted 
dogs chasing deer in the hills 
above Phoenix Lake. The offi­ 
cer said the dogs must come 
from Kent Woodlands or Ross. 
From Inverness, Deputy Sher­ 
iff William Christensen report­ 
ed a deer heavy with fawn had 
been hauled down and torn to 
bits by dogs. 
Melvin Muzinich, lake patrol­ 
man for Marin Municipal W ater 
District, estimated there are at 
least 40 dogs chasing deer in 
the various lakes, and about 20 


of them are concentrated at 
Phoenix, 
Lagunitas 
and Bon 
Tempe Lakes. 
‘They are usually the same 
dogs, and quite a few operate 
at night,” Muzinich said. 
The officers pointed out that 
deer are especially susceptible 
during this season because they 
carry young. 
“Once they taste blood, dogs 
may start going after cattle, 
sheep and other domestic ani­ 
mals,” Giddings warned. 
Giddings 
asked 
for public 
cooperation to help conserve 
Marin’s wildlife. 
The district attorney has run 
into some difficulty finding 
laws to cover deer chasing. 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Bruce Bales 
said that if dogs kill or injure 
domestic animals, there are 
laws covering it, but when it 


comes to deer chasing, statutes 
are quite slim. 
Section 1287 of the state 
Fish and Game Code says: “It 
is unlawful to suffer, permit 
or allow any dog to run, track 
or trail any deer during the 
closed sea:;on.” The legal prob­ 
lem under this law is that a 
conviction is difficult unless it 
can be shown that the dog 
owner was aware his dog was 
chasing deer, Bales pointed out. 
But the D.A. may have new 
legal ammunition. In the unin­ 
corporated areas, if the dog 
owner is caught, he might come 
under the new county leash 
law. 
One dog owner has paid a 
$25 fine because his dog killed 
a deer at the Meadow Club last 
February. But the owner of an­ 
other dog involved in the same 


Incident has demanded a jury 
trial. 
The Humane Society has Im­ 
pounded about seven dogs d u r-; 
ing the last two months for 
deer chasing. 
Jack Silverwood, dam keep­ 
er at Phoenix Lake, says he 
knows of about six deer killed 
by dogs since last winter. He 
took five deer out of the lake 
where they were chased by 
dogs. All were dead. 
“I would say about one-third 
of all fawn born are eventually 
killed by dogs,” said Silver- 
wood. 
“They always seem to be the 
same dogs. Some of them stay 
here for eight or nine hours 
at a stretch, running deer.” 


Tires Flattened

found all four tires on his car, 
parked outside his home, flat­ 
tened by jabs of a sharp in. 
strument, maybe an ice pick, 
yesterday, he reported to po­ 
lice. 


War Declared 
On Sonoma 
Mosquitoes 


Sonoma County supervisor« 
this week appropriated money 
to stamp out that county’s mi. 
gratory mosquitoes. 
The Sonoma supervisors al> 
lotted $3,625 for mosquito con­ 
trol in the Petaluma marsh 
area, after G. Paul Jones, man­ 
ager of the Marin County Mo»- 
quito Abatement District, told 
them migrations of salt marsh 
mosquitoes 
have 
a n n o y e d 
northern Marin residents last 
fall and this spring. 


Two aerial sprayings of the 
Petaluma marshes will be made 
during June and July. The 
Marin abatement district will 
help with inspection of the area 
prior to the sprayings. 


“This should prevent mil­ 
lions of mosquitoes from hatch­ 
ing during the coming sum- 
w*r.” said Jones. 
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
